KINSFOLK 137 MILLIONS IN 39 


Americans Remitted $35,000,000 to 
This Country From Abroad in 
Same Period. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
The United States supplied an esti- 
mated $102,000,000 to foreign coun- 
tries in 1939 by personal remit- 
tances from American residents to 
relatives abroad. 

Preliminary estimates by the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce show that about $137,000,- 
000 was sent to European and Asi- 
atic nations last year, while Amer- 
icans abroad transmitted only $35,- 
000,000 to the United States. 

The net loss was offset many 
times over by a favorable American 
trade balance of $859,000,000 and 
record-breaking gold imports of 
$3,040,000,000. In view of the short- 
age of foreign exchange in many 
countries, however, the $102,000,000 
was doubly welcome in Greece, 
Italy and other nations.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
Swedish military authorities, it is 
announced today, have issued new 
instructions to all anti-aircraft 
units to fire on any military planes 
flying over Swedish territory.

FOR WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY 


Patriotic Ceremonies at Site of 
Winter Quarters of Continental 
Army. 

VALLEY FORGE, Pa., Feb. 22 
(AP).—Reverent thousands assem- 
bled today at the place where Gen. 
Washington spent perhaps the 
least cheerful of his birthdays.

“This is not connected with the 
actual waging of war. There has 
been no greater landslide of hu- 
manity. It is not slow or gradual. 
It is the most thorough and rapid 
uprooting of a people in history, 
The process is going on, and I 
think there will be consequences 
which we all shall witness: 

“People ask why Germany should 
have started such a vain process 
at a time when she has her hands 
full waging war.. The answer is 
simple. When this deportation is 
finished, Germany will again hold

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 22.—A 

shy, almost colorless man who be- 
lieves in the 10 commandments 
and the old-time copybook maxims, 
a man utterly devoid of political 
glamor, stands today the victor 
in the fiercest and bitterest cam- 
paign for the governorship’ that 
Louisiana ever knew. 
Sam Houston Jones, Southwest

Excited and nervous, Mrs. Al- 
varez would say nothing except 
that she obtained a passport and 
boarded ship at Lisbon, Portugal, 
after leaving her husband and two

She and her children slept on 
the floor of the small cabin on the 
stormy crossing. 

Because of her American eitizen- 
ship, her lack of luggage and her 
manifest inability to pay the $450 
passage fee, sympathetic ship offi- 
cers permitted her to go.

Stories Behind 
Rule Amendments. 
MENDMENTS adopted by 
Aorzanizes Baseball’s Playing 
Rules Committee at the re- 
cent meeting at Belleair, Fla., 
are enumerated in a 10-page re- 
port being circulated among ma- 
jor and minor league clubs by 
the office of Commissioner Ken- 
esaw Mountain Landis. Funda- 
mentals and intricate details of 
the rules are covered, starting 
with the statement that “the ball 
ground must be enclosed” and 
concluding on page 10 with a 
formula for determining a pitch- 
er's earned-run percentage. 

Even the rules governing the 
game’s equipment are clarified. 
For instance, the world is in- 
formed that the bat must be 
round, not more than 2% inches 
in diameter at the thickest part, 
nor more than 42 inches in 
length, and entirely of hard wood, 
IN ONE PIECE. The last three 
words constitute the amend- 
ment. 

There’s usually a story behind 
each amendment and there’s one 
about the one-piece bat. 

Back in the days when Goose 
Goslin was an outfielder with 
the Browns, Willis Johnson, then 
secretary of the club, thought 
that a little more color wouldn't 
hurt the game or the Browns. 
Willis decided to glorify the base- 
ball war club. He designed a 
gorgeous bat of alternating nar- 

row black and white stripes and 
Goslin, a willing guinea pig, 
agreed to be part of the experi- 
ment. The Goose used the bat 
during spring training exhibition 
games and the novel war club at- 
tracted much attention. But 
woe was Willis.

all that the Willis Johnson-Goose 
Goslin striped bat might be a 
thing of beauty, but that it was 
against the rules and would not 
be tolerated. 

Why? Because it was not en- 
tirely of hardwood. There was 
paint on the thing, and besides 
the paint prevented inspection 
from disclosing whether the bat 
was loaded or laminated. 

Occasionally a batter uses an 
illegal bat, with the knowledge 
of umpires and opposing players. 
Several years ago Paul Waner 
was on a late-season batting 
splurge, and as is usually the 
case when a man is on a hitting 
spree, he was using a pet bat. A 
slight crack in ‘the wood devel- 
oped and Paul mended the war 
club with tiny nails, thereby mak- 
ing it illegal, for it no longer 
was “entirely of wood.” 


Strange to say, there is occa- 
sionally a bit of professional cour- 
tesy in the baseball ranks, and 
while the tough Frank Frisch and 
his Gas House Gang knew about 
the nails, no complaint was regis- 
tered. More power to Paul Wa- 
ner, they reasoned, if he could 
get a lot of base hits and a bet- 
ter argument for a better con- 
tract. Had Frisch complained, the 
umpires would have been forced, 
after seeing the nails in the bat, 
to declare it illegal. 


More Than One Way 


to Stall for Time. 


ECTION No. 4 of the rule 
GQ covering forfeited games has 

been made to read that “a 
forfeited game shall be declared 
by the umpire ,.. if a team em- 
ploy tactics palpably designed to 
delay OR SHORTEN the game.“ 
The old rule referred only to de- 
lay. 

Umpires will tell you that this 
stalling rule is one of the most 
troublesome in the book. You 
see, when a club is ahead and 
needs to get in only another in- 
ming or so, to make it a legal 
game, the practice is to send the 
batters to the plate with instruc- 
tions to get out as quickly as pos- 
sible. They swing et bad balls 
or intentionally tap to the pitch- 
er and run slowly to first. Or 
if they get a hit, they wander 
off base, so they can be tagged 
easily. | 

In contrast, the team that is be- 
hind is trying to delay the game, 
as rain or a curfew law or dark- 
ness may prevent the impending 
defeat. But the old rule made no 
mention of stalling to shorten a 


game. 
Wilson vs. Frisch 


Fine Kettle of Fish. 


HE Cardinals won a game by 

forfeit at Philadelphia a few 
years ago. Frank Frisch and 
Jimmy Wilson were the opposing 
managers. The Cardinals were 
trying to hurry through the last 
inning or two, The Phils were 
stalling in the opposite direction. 
Wilson changed pitchers several 
times and finally called in Syl- 
vester Johnson, a pitcher with 
control if there ever was one. 

When Sylvester made two suc- 
cessive wild pitches, Bill Klem, 
umpiring at first base, called a 
halt and after a brief confer- 
ence the umpire at the plate 
forfeited the game to the Red- 
birds. The Phillies, naturally, 
protested vigorously, but no fine 
was assessed against the club, 
probably because a hearing would 
have brought out testimony that 
the Cardinals had been stalling, 
too. 

Under the new rule, stalling 
will be done with much finesse.

Russia of Small Economic Aid 
To Reich So Far, Smothers Says 


Despite Nazi Claims of Big Traffic to Come, 
Correspondent Points Out Difficulty of 
Transport and Other Handicaps.

BERLIN, Feb. 22. 

ITH the German belt increas- 
Wies, tightened as a result of 

the Allied blockade, the war- 
time dislocation of previous produc- 
tion, and what old residents call the 
coldest winter they have ever ex- 
perienced in Germany, Russian 
supplies continue to lag. 

Nazis insist that a big traffic is 
going to come and that a big traf- 
fic is going to go to Russia in re- 
turn. 

The Dienst Aus Deutschland, for 
example, has just published an an- 
swer to one of the countless ques- 
tions raised by skeptics—how is 
Germany to pay for Russian goods 
with big shipments of German ma- 
chinery and industrial installations 
when German raw materials for 
such production are so heavily hit 
by the blockade? 

“Some of the raw materials to 
be delivered from Russia, especial- 
ly metals, will be employed in the 
manufacture of the industrial prod- 
ucts which Germany is to send to 
Russia,” states the Dienst Aus 
Deutschland. Thereby, it contends, 
“the ground is removed from the 
claim that the strong demand in 
German industry by war will pre- 
vent it from delivering highly valu- 
able industrial products to foreign 
countries.” 


Transport Is Problem. 

Russian raw materials for Ger- 
man manufacture of products for 
Russia, of course, would be only 
part of the scheme and the Dienst 
Aus Deutschland says that such 
German labor will be more than 
compensated for by raw materials 
from Russia which it describes as 
“in the narrow 
sense.” 

Nevertheless, considering the al- 
ready high-strained condition of 

Russian—also. German— transport, 
neutral economic observers wonder 
just how much the shipping of Rus- 
cian materials to Germany to be 
sent back to Russia can help the 
Nezi war machine. 

Whatever may come in the fu- 
ture, it seems clear that the Hitler- 
Stalin amity: era has brought Ger- 


“Russian” oil Germany has ob- 
tained since the war began is in 


reality not from the wells of pre- 


war Russia, almost entirely in the 
Caucasus, but from the Galician 
wells of Russian-occupied Poland 
—the annual production of which 
has been only approximately 450, 
000 tons. 

Were Russia to give all that to 
Germany, it would. be some aid but 
less than a tenth of the 1938 peace- 
time oil importa to the Reich. 

Some fodder also has arrived 
from Russia; available information 
indicates that it is still a very 
small fraction of the 1,000,000 tons 
which it was announced here in 
October were to be received in two 
months from that time. 


Sources of Supplies. 


Russia's potential role as a sup- 
plier of Germany must, of course, 
be weighed in conjunction with/es 
Germany’s needs in all categories 
and other sources of supply. Qut- 
standing among the import needs 
of the blockaded Reich are min- 
eral oil, iron, fats, cotton, copper, 
wool, rubber and fodder. Germany 
must depend on countries with 
overland transport to her border 
or trans-Baltic transport and some 
along the Norwegian coast, for 


such of these and other imports a 


as she is to receive. 

That means that Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler must depend on Hungary, 
the Balkans and Italy, in the 
south; the Scandinavian states, 
Holland and Belgium, in the north 
and west, and Russia and the Bal- 
tic states, in the east. 

Trade figures for this entire re- 
gion around Germany, for the last 
few years, show that even were a 
miracle to happen and Germany to 
obtain, during the coming year, 
what were formerly the total ex- 
ports of the countries involved to 
all the world, there would still be 
great gaps. 


Reich’s Limited Field. ‘ 


The entire region has exported 
to the world at large only a small 
fraction of Germany's normal cot- 
ton import needs; only a small 


fraction of her wool needs; virtual- 


ly none of the rubber; perhaps half 
the copper. In reality, Germany 
herself obtained from areas which 
have been cut off by blockadé, the 
great bulk of her imports in cop- 
per around half those in iron, the 


SOMEWHERE IN FINLAND. 

E HAVE driven perhaps 15 
W minites away from the front 

lines—always through a snow- 
laden forest of tall spruce. It is 
bitter cold—33 below zero—all car 
windows are shut, our hands and 
feet alresdy cooling despite gloves 
and boots. We see, over the driver's 


clearing ahead and a cross road. 
Suddenly the leading car stops. 
Maybe to look at a sign. So we 
stop, too. In the war zone cars 
usually drive far apart, for a clus- 
ter will tempt a Russian plane to 
dive and machine gun the road. 
But . this one winds through a 
dense wood, so we are fairly close 
together in order not to lose the 
pilot car at a fork. 

Anyway, the sky is gray with a 
low ceiling; surely not even a scout 
plane would venture out. Our mo- 
tor still is running—a loud under- 
tone purr in the closed car—and we 
hear nothing else. But what’s.that 
ahead? ‘The doors of that car are 
opening— even the rear doors— 
people aie jumping out—starting 
to run, We jerk at the icy metal 
knobs of our doors. We open them 
to let a great whining scream into 
the car and, as our feet touch the 
hard-packed snow, a geyser of snow 
and dirt rises from the exact middle 
of the road about 10 yards ahead, 
midway between the cars. 


Over the Fence. 


There now is a gash as thick as 
a man’s waist in the road and 
from the end protrudes the shiny 
snout of a Russian shell—sparkling 
and twirkling as.the geyser de- 
scends from above it in a shower 
of snow. We drop flat to the 
ground, for what you hope is a dud 
may tur out to be a badly set 
timing fuse. 

But when, after 15 seconds, ‘there 
is no explosion we get up—and then 
roll back into a ditch, warned by 
another loud, wavering, wobbling.

If this 
proves not to be the case—if the 
platform makers at Philadelphia go 
off on the old tangents instead of 
following the lines laid down by the 
Frank committee—then the chance 
of the Republican party to regain 
power at the polls in November will 
receive a severe and perhaps fatal 
setback.

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WHAT THE POLLS ARE SAYING. 

Recent polls of public opinion indicate that Dr. 
Frank’s Republican Program Committee has cor- 
rectly appraised the popular temper in writing its 
plank pledging “scrupulous neutrality.” 

Keeping out of war is the national sentiment, and 
it is a growing sentiment. The Fortune poll, asking 
a series of questions, found 54 per cent of the public 
in October favored staying out under all circum- 
stances, and 67.4 per cent took this stand in De- 
cember. 

The Gallup poll, asking whether the United States 
should enter the war if the Allies were in danger 
of defeat, found 56 per cent opposed in September, 
71 per cent in October and 77 per cent this month. 
(This leaves 23 per cent today favoring war if neces- 
sary to save the Allies, but Fortune’s figure on this 
same question is only 14.7 per cent.) 

Note the result the other way around: One of the 
courses of action on Fortune’s list was entering the 
war at once on the Allies side. In October, 3.3 per 
cent favored this course; the ratio has now fallen 
to 2.5 per cent. 

Another Fortune survey, as of January, offers 
some interesting points for the G. O. P. platform 
builders. Persons interviewed were asked, regard- 
less of political affiliation, what course they consid- 
ered best strategy for the Republican party. in No- 
vember. In their answers, 41.9 per cent favored a 
campaign on keeping the country out of war, 24.1 
per cent were for basing the election solely on do- 
mestic issues, 8.2 per cent urged advocating a policy 
of helping the Allies and the remainder had other 
programs or were noncommittal. 

From the verdict of the straw polls, it is clear the 
American people have been applying the philosophy 
of Washington's farewell address, and finding in 
it considerable application to modern conditions. 
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NEW LIBRARIES IN RURAL MISSOURI. 
Missouri ranks forty-third among the states in the 
proportion of its rural population in local library 
districts. We have only 4 per cent of our rural 
population in such districts to 100 per cent in Massa- 
chusetts and Delaware.

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HONESTY, APPARENTLY, IS NOT THE BEST POLICY. 

American parents, it would seem, have abandoned 
as old-fashioned the notion that “honesty is the best 
policy.” At least Mrs. Elwood J. Turner, cofre- 
sponding secretary of the Daughters of Colonial 
Wars, apparently is of this opinion, for she has 
just asked the mothers and fathers of Philadelphia 
to protest against the use of a social science text in 
that city’s schools. Its author, she said, “has tried 
to give the child an unbiased viewpoint instend of 
teaching him .real Americanism.” 

“All the old histories taught ‘My country, right or 
wrong’,” she added. That's the point of view we 
want our children to adopt. We can't afford to teach 
them to be unbiased and let them make up their 
minds.”

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GOV. LEHMAN’S ERROR. 

We seldom find reason to disagree with Gov. Leh- 
man of New York. Although he falls in the same 
category sometimes referred to as “big business men,” 
his record in support of forward-looking legislation 
overshadows that of his two immediate predecessors, 
Governors Roosevelt and Smith.

Washington’s Farewell Address | 


Extracts From the First President’s Ce 


OTHING is more essential than that 
N permanent, inveterate antipathies 
against particular nations and passion- 
ate attachments for others should be ex- 
cluded, and that in place of them just and 
amicable feelings toward all should be 
cultivated. : 
The nation which indulges toward another’ 
an habitual hatred or an habitual fondness 
is in some degree a slave. It is a slave to. 
its animosity or to its affection, either of 
which is sufficient to lead it astray from 
its duty and its interest. Antipathy in one 
nation against another disposes each more 
readily to offer insult and injury, to lay 
hold of slight causes of umbrage, and to be 
haughty and intractable when accidental 
or trifling occasions of dispute occur. 

Hence frequent collisions, obstinate, en- 

venomed and bloody contests. The nation 
prompted by ill will and resentment some- 
times impels to war the government con- 
trary to the best calculations of policy. The 
government sometimes participates in the 
national propensity, and adopts through 
passion what reason would reject. 
At other times, it makes the animosity of 
the nation subservient to projects of hos- 
tility, instigated by pride, ambition and 
other sinister and pernicious motives. The 
peace often, sometimes perhaps the lib- 
erty, of nations has been the victim. 

So, likewise, a passionate attachment of 
one nation for another produces a variety 
of evils. Sympathy for the favorite nation, 
facilitating the illusion of an imaginary 
common interest in cases where no real 
common interest exists, and infusing into 
one the enmities of the other, betrays the 
former into a participation in the quarrels 
and wars of the latter without adequate 
inducement or justification. 


It leads also to concessions to the favorite 
nation of privileges denied to other, which 
is apt doubly to injure the nation making 
the concessions by unnecéssarily parting 
with what ought to have been 
and by exciting jealousy, ill will and a dis- 
position to retaliate in the parties from 
whom equal privileges are withheld: and 
it gives to ambitious, corrupted or deluded 
citizens (who devote themselves to the fa- 


lebrated Message of Sept. 17, 1796. 


The great rule of conduct for us in regard 
to foreign nations is, in extending our com- 
mercial relations, to have with them as little 
political connection as possible. So far as 
we have already formed engagements, let 
them be fulfilled with perfect good faith. 
Here let us stop. : 

Europe has a set of primary interests 
which to us have none or a very remote 
relation. Hence, she must be engaged in 
frequent controversies, the causes of which 
are essentially foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore, it must be unwise in us 
to implicate ourselves by artificial ties in 
the ordinary vicissitudes of her politics or 
the ordinary combinations and collisions of 
her friendships or enmities.

Our detached and distant situation invites 
and enables us to pursue a different course. 
If we remain one people, under an efficient 
government, the period is not far off when 
we may defy material injury from external 
annoyance; when we may take such an

DR. HOCKING FINDS 
NO BASIS IN SCIENCE 
FOR DEMOCRACY 


Says Dependence on It Would 
Deliver U. S. Into Theory 
of Dictator-State. 


BOSTON, Feb. 22 (AP).—Prof. 
William E. Hocking, a Harvard 
Philosopher, said today science 
tended to discredit the doctrines 
on which democracy is based. 

“I conclude that science can lend 
no support whatever to the basic 
doctrines of human nature on which 
democracy is founded,” he asserted 
in an address before the seven- 


teenth annual meeting of the 
American Orthopsychiatric Associ- 
ation, Ine. 

“Perhaps democracy is only a 
passing bit of moonshine, built not 
at all on science (for Locke and 
Paine, Jefferson and Rousseau were 
not scientists) but on the dogmatic 
sentimentalities of the discredited 
theory of thé rights of man!” 

“The equality which men need 
for democratic 
equality of fact, but equality of pos- 
sibility . . . and the psychological 
laboratory . . has no way of 
measuring possibility. 

“Moral possibilities depend on 

stimuli; what heroism are men ca- 
pable of, what responsibility, what 
sacrifice? These are the only ques- 
tions. that matter when you are 
judging democracy, and they are 
not questions on which science has 
anything final to say. 
“It is therefore incumbent on 
somebody to say out loud that if we 
depend on science here, we depend 
on something which will deliver us 
bound hand and foot into the the- 
ory of the dictator-state.” 


CHARITY FINAL BENEFICIARY 
OF $70,000 LAWNIN ESTATE 


St. Vincent de Paul Society Named; 


The St. Vincent de Paul Society 
of St. Louis is the ultimate bene- 
ficiary of the $70,000 estate of Al- 
bert W. Lawnin under his will, filed 
yesterday in Probate Court. :

FORUM ON TEACHING

New Methods and Machines 
Demonstrated to 400 In- 
structors and Technicians. 


The National Forum on Deaf - 
ness and Speech Pathology opened 
its twenty-third annual meeting to- 
day at the Central Institute for 
the Deaf with a program of dem- 
onstrations and discussions on new 
methods of teaching speech to the 
deaf and hard-of-hearing and cor- 
recting enunciation in speech-de- 
fective children and adults. 

The principal demonstrations this 
morning were by Miss Audrey 
Hicks, Miss Jane T. Templeton and 
Mrs. Jane Y. Olmstead, who showed 
new developments employed at the 
Central Institute for teaching deaf 
nursery and pre-school children. 
The meeting will continue through 
Saturday, with about 400 principals, 
instructors and technicians attend- 
ing. 

Afternoon sessions included talks 
and demonstrations on aiding 
speech defectives. The topics were: 
“Congenital and Adult Aphasia,” 
“Cleft Palate Cases,” “Speech Spas- 
tieities“ and “Stuttering Cases.” 
Discussions were lead by Martin 
F. Palmer of the speech depart- 
ment of Municipal University of 
Wichita (Kan.), and Donald C.

During 1938, Gough testified,

which Hopson received $47,000. 
Trammell was identified by Chief 
Commission Examiner Frank A. 
Hampton as a former member of 
the United States Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Had Clearing Corporation. 

“The bills of this organization, 
as of other organizations in the 
Hopson system,” Gough said, were 
not sent to the operating subsidi- 
aries themselves for collection but 
were handled through the utility 
clearing corporation. In 1936, 1937 
and 1938, Gough said, the law firm 
rendered bills ior $283,785 which 
passed through the utility clearing 
corporation.

“We have several c’ sed shop con- 
tracts now and I defy anyone to 
find a bona fide instance of their 
use to color the news or to discrim- 
inate against any newspaper man 
because of his opinions.”

It’s time to be thinking of spring 
tonics even though there is snow 
in the air and days are bleak and 
suniess. Good old sulphur and mo- 
lasses are part of the victorian past 
which has not returned with the

Today we get our tonics by way of 
foods. 

Those spears of luscious rhubarb 
which are putting in appearance in 
shops and markets all over town 
are excellent tonics. Rhubarb con- 
tains a fair amount of ‘iron and 
magnesius, some calcium and phos- 
phorus in addition to vitamin C. . 

Experts advise cooking rhubarb 
without peeling it as this gives the 
delicate pink color. Wash rhubarb, 
cut in cubes and add only enough 
water to keep it from burning. 
Sugar may be added while it is still 
hot. 

Rhubarb need not be confined to 
the breakfast able. Here are a 
number of recipes which fit it into 
any meal during the day: 

Rhubarb Cocktail. 

Cut into inch pieces enough rhu- 
barb to make two cups. Place in 
a double boiler with one cup of 
water and two cups of suggr and 
steam until tender. Strain the 
syrup, chill and serve over crushed 
ice, filling the glass half full with 
ginger ale. Orange juice or lemon 
juice may be added as desired, 

Rhubarb Chiffon Pie. 

Two cups finely cut rhubarb. 

One envelope unflavored gelatin. 

Two tablespoons lemon -_— 

Two cups sugar, 

Four eggs. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Cook the chopped rhubarb ard 
sugar together for 10 minutes. Add 
the slightly beaten egg yolks and 
cook in upper part of double boiler 
until egg is cooked.

Fried Chicken, Fish and Sea 


Foods Appeal to Northern 
Appetites. 


Soujhern fried chicken, South- 
ern yams and a number of other 
Southern foods are famous in name 
at least throughout the world.

Since the 
opening leader could not have held 
J 10 2, and would not have openad 
the queen from the Q without the 
ten or nine, it was extremely likely 
that he had opened a short suit. 
Declarer therefore won the second 
round and, with no great hope of 
getting a 4-3. break tried out the 
diamond situation by leading the 


ace, king, and queen, discarding 


the one heart and one club from: 
the dummy on the latter two 
rounds. As he had feared, Hast 
failed to follow to the third round, 
discarding a spade. Now the de- 
clarer played the ace of spades, 
after which he finessed against the 
dueen, cashing both the king and 
jack, East discarding two clubs. 
With a perfect count on West's 
hand (he had shown six spades and 
five diamonds, therefore could have 
had only two hearts) declarer now 
threw East on lead with a heart 


and, exactly according to declarer’s 


hope, East slipped. After cashing 
his two heart tricks he led the ace 
and then the ten of clubs. The 
latter was allowed to ride to dum- 
my’s jack, and declarer’s king ac- 
counted for the ninth trick. 

It should have been the easiest 
thing in the world for East to find 
the proper defense after cashing his 
two hearts. All he had to do was 
lead the queen of clubs, which 
would have preserved the A-10 for 
a tenace over dummy’s jack. Never- 
theless, ‘South deserved credit for 
taking the only chance to make 
‘his contract.
